Leaders  from  industry,  government,  communities 
and  Aboriginal  organizations  are  invited  to  attend 
Challenge  North  2003:  Opportunities  - 
Strategies  - Success  Conference.  The  Northern 
Alberta  Development  Council  is  hosting  the 
Challenge  North  Conference  on  April  9-11, 
2003,  in  Fort  McMurray  at  the  Sawridge  Hotel. 

“Participants  in  the  Challenge  North  2003 
Conference  will  have  an  opportunity  to  hear 
speakers,  participate  in  small  group  discussions 
and  network  with  other  northern  leaders,”  says 
Art  Avery,  Council  member.  “This  is  a chance 
for  delegates  to  put  forward  their 
recommendations  for  strategies  for  further 
development  in  Northern  Alberta.” 

Highlights  of  the  conference  include  keynote 
speakers,  group  discussions,  oil  sands  tours,  local 
entertainment  and  a question  period  with  a panel 
of  provincial  cabinet  ministers. 

Speakers  confirmed  for  the  conference  include: 
Mayor  Bill  Smith,  City  of  Edmonton;  Eric 
Newell,  Chairman  and  CEO  of  Syncrude  Canada 
Ltd.;  Paddy  Meade,  Deputy  Minister,  Aboriginal 
Affairs  and  Northern  Development;  and  Gary 
Friedel,  Northern  Alberta  Development  Council 
Chair  and  MLA  for  Peace  River. 

The  previous  Challenge  North  Conference  was 
held  in  Grande  Prairie  in  March  2000  with  close 
to  300  delegates  in  attendance. 
Recommendations  from  the  conference's 
proceedings  were  integrated  into  the  Northern 
Alberta  Development  Council's  three-year 
business  plan. 


Northern  Development  Ministers  from  across  Canada  will 
converge  in  Peace  River  on  September  18  - 20,  2002,  for  their 
annual  conference.  Federal,  provincial,  and  territorial  ministers 
responsible  for  northern  development  are  participating  in  this 
conference. 

“The  Forum  is  an  excellent  opportunity  to  work  together  to 
advance  this  vital  part  of  our  country,”  says  Pearl  Calahasen, 
Minister  of  Aboriginal  Affairs  and  Northern  Development,  as  well 
as  Chair  of  the  Conference.  “Alberta  is  pleased  to  be  the  host  of  the 
2002  conference.” 

The  theme  of  this  year’s  conference  is  Building  the  North.  Cabinet 
ministers  representing  the  northern  regions  of  Canada  will  meet  to 
discuss  issues  facing  the  north  and  the  best  practices  for  handling 
them. 

“We  want  to  generate  greater  national  awareness  of  the 
significance  of  the  North  - both  to  the  rest  of  Canada  and  to  our 
own  provinces  and  territories,”  states  Gary  Friedel,  Chair  of  the 
Northern  Alberta  Development  Council  and  MLA  for  Peace  River. 
“This  conference  is  an  opportunity  to  showcase  the  northern  part 
of  our  province  and  the  Peace  region.” 

Northern  Development  Ministers  from  across  the  country  decided 
to  form  a group  to  work  on  northern  issues  at  a meeting  in  the  fall 
of  2001  in  La  Ronge,  Saskatchewan.  The  Northern  Development 
Ministers  Forum  decided  to  hold  annual  conferences  to  examine 
projects  and  initiatives  to  advance  development  in  the  North. 

Alberta,  British  Columbia,  Manitoba,  Newfoundland  & Labrador, 
the  Northwest  Territories,  Nunavut,  Ontario,  Quebec, 
Saskatchewan,  the  Yukon  and  the  Federal  Government  are  all 
members  of  the  Forum.

NADC  Bursaries  awarded  to  Alberta  students 


The  Northern  Alberta  Development  Council  (NADC)  distributed  112  bursaries  to  Alberta  students  this  year  for  a total  of 
$333,000.  The  majority  of  the  students  receiving  the  bursaries  are  in  education  and  technical  fields. 

Michael  Procter,  Council  member  and  Selection  Committee  Chair  explains  the  NADC  Bursary.  “The  NADC  Bursary  is  a 
return  service  bursary  program  designed  to  increase  the  number  of  trained  professionals  in  northern  Alberta  and  to 
encourage  greater  participation  of  northern  students  in  post-secondary  education.  In  exchange  for  the  funds,  students  agree 
to  live  and  work  in  northern  Alberta  following  graduation.  Students  commit  to  the  North  for  one  year  for  each  year  of  full 
bursary  support.  The  application  deadline  for  the  NADC  Bursary  is  May  15th  each  year.” 

The  NADC  also  partners  with  companies,  community  organizations,  school  districts  and  municipalities  to  offer  the  Bursary

Alberta  Electoral  Boundaries  Review 

Provincial  electoral  boundaries  are  being  reviewed  by  the  Alberta 
Electoral  Boundaries  Commission.  The  Northern  Alberta 
Development  Council  prepared  a submission  on  behalf  of 
northern  Alberta. 

Recommendations  for  balanced  rural-urban  representation  for  the 
province  were  included  in  the  submission.  The  contribution 
northern  Alberta  makes  to  the  Alberta  Advantage,  travel 
distances,  the  number  of  local  officials  and  the  ability  to  serve 
were  outlined  as  factors  for  the  Electoral  Boundaries 
Commission’s  consideration.  The  Council  made  the  presentation 
to  the  Commission  on  Thursday,  June  27,  2002,  in  Peace  River.
